REASON FRO ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: as to 
independent claim 9, the closest prior art of Zavislan et al alone or in combination with 
other prior art fails, to tech or fairly suggest the method as claimed in instant claimed 
invention. In particular the key distinction between the prior art and the claimed 
invention is that the prior art of Zavisaln does not rely upon processing images by 
combining pictures taken at a single magnification; enabling zooming in and out from 
each magnification to another; and detecting background and image intensity and 
correcting the images accordingly, as required by independent claim 9. 
Accordingly, claims 9, 1 1-32 are allowed (hereafter as claims 1-23).
